George VV. Lynch, proprietor of the 
Eagle Hotel for several years until 
last Thursday evening when an eject­ 
ment order was executed against him 
by Frank Eberhart, 
owner of the 
building, for non-payment of rent, has 
been adjudged a voluntary bankrupt, 
with J. L. W'illiams, local attorney, 
named as temporary receiver. 
Along with the institution of bank­ 
ruptcy proceedings taken in the Unit­ 
ed States court for the Middle Dis­ 
trict, Judge Albert W. Johnson issued 
an injunction restraining Sheriff Johr. 
C. Shealer from selling the furniture, 
fixtures and contents 
of the hotel 
owned by Mr. Lynch at public sale, 
Friday morning at IO o’clock. 
The bankruptcy proceedings were 
instituted by so-called common cred­ 
itors of Mr. Lynch. The names of the 
creditors were withheld today, pend­ 
ing the naming by Judge Johnson of 
a trustee in bankruptcy to succeed the 
temporary 
receiver. 
The 
common 
creditors are those wdth whom 
Mr. 
Lynch has transacted business in the 
conduct of his hotel and to whom he 
owes money on open book accounts. 
Will Name Trustee 
The creditors will name the man 
whom they wish to have represent 
them as trustee of Mr. Lynch’s assets. 
His name will be sent to Judge John­ 
son for confirmation after which he 
will take over the property from the 
temporary receiver. 
The $2,000 rent claim of Mr. Eber­ 
hart, on the strength of which he in­ 
stituted ouster proceedings late last 
Thursday afternoon, is 
in the 
so­ 
called preferred class, and the hotel 
building owner took no part in the 
bankruptcy proceedings, which were 
set in motion by creditors to conserve 
their accounts, according to reliable 
authority, and to prevent the personal 
property of Mr. Lynch being “sacri­ 
ficed” at a public sheriff’s sale, it was 
stated. 
( house Temporary Receiver 
Attorney Williams, the temporary 
receiver, has been instructed to “pre­ 
serve and conserve” the property of 
the bankrupt, to keep a watchman on 
the premises and to hold the insurance. 
The insurance was voluntarily turned 
over to him Monday evening, he s**id. 
After the appointment of the tru s­ 
tee, Mr. Williams will turn over all 
his duties in connection with 
the 
temporary receivership. 
One of the next steps in the legal 
machinery of the bankruptcy action 
will be the appointment of appraisers 
by the federal court to appraise Mr. 
Lynch’s personal property in toe ho­ 
tel. 
No statement of the assets and lia­ 
bilities of Mr. Lynch was available 
today.

by 
Sheriff Shealer last Thursday even­ 
ing created considerable excitement. 
Employes said the hotel had been op­ 
erating at a loss during the spring, 
and that the anticipated mid-summer 
boom business had failed to m aterial­ 
ize. 
Competition of local lodging 
houses in underbidding

business was given by hotel employes 
as the chief cause for the poor season.

bonds while another $50,000,000 for 
the construction and enlargement of 
state-owned buildings and $100,000,- 
000 for the construction of state office 
buildings and a memorial bridge ut 
Harrisburg and the enlargement of 
state owned institutions. 
Must Be Published 
Under the constitution publication 
must In* made before the general elec­ 
tion in November.

tunity to study the* proposed changes 
and to obtain the 
attitude of candi­
